Loxpox, November 5.—A telegram dated 
Vereailles, 4tb, confirms last night’s dispatch

Returus for the whole city are as 
follows: Yeas 471,000, and nays 56,000. No 
disturbance occurred. This result is consid- 
ered as making the armistice certain. 

Intervien Between Thiers and Bis- 


Thiers had a long coversation with Bis- 
marck on the 3d and 4th, and the following is 
the result of the interview: 

Thiers, at the first interview, showed Bis- 
marck bis authorization from the Paris gov- 
ernment to arrange for an armistice on the 
basis proposed by Lord Granville. 

Biemarck replied, it was all very well as 
far as it went, but an authorization from tue 
Tours Government was necessary. 

Thiers said Gambetta and his colleagues 
would not disayow an agreement made by 
the Paris Government, and supported Trochu 
and the Army of Paris. He undertook at 
once to communicate with Tours and obtain 
formal authorization in 
formal powers already rec

At the second interview Bismarck waived 
the point of the Tours Government’s autbori- 
zation and discussed the conditions of the 
amuistice. He proposed that Paris should re- 
ceive dally one day’s food on the scale of 
present rations, and both belligerents pro- 
ceed in thefr. material preparations, the Ger- 
mans to continue to occupy the whole terri- 
tory now beid bythem, to cease to make 
oreed requisitions, and to be allowed to bring 

orward ali their stores and war material 
without interruption. 

Thiers agreed to these points, and asked, 
will Aleace and Lorraine be permitted tosend 
deputies to the Assembly? 

Bismarck replied in the negative, but at 
length intimated that he might consent. 

What happened at the final interview is un- 
known. It is reported Thiers and Bismarck 
have signed an agreement, which was sent to 
Paris to be ratified by the Government.

In various engagements from October 20th 
to the present date the French troops haye 
displayed increasing valor and good discipline.

POSTAL CARDS.

Kept in the pocket-book, a mes- 
gage may be written on them while on the 
street or in a ear or carriage. They may be 
dropped into the nearest post-pox or thrown 
fnto the mail-car, and thus hundreds of mes- 
sages Will be sent by mail which are not sent 
now simply because the materials for writiog 
are not at hand, er it is so much trouble to 
write a letter which is always supposed to be 
more or less a formal document. 


BLOODY AFPFRAY. 


Col. Ames, the Circas Man, Killed in 
Georgia—Particuiars of the Affair— 
Another Man Killed and a Lady 
Wounded. 

ALBAXY, Ga., November 5,—The following 
are the particulars of the fatal affray which 
occurred at Dawson's Gap, on the 2d, result- 
ing in the death of two men and the wonnd- 
ingofalady. A man named H. R. Russell, 
while intoxicated, asked the doorkeeper of a 
side slow the price of admission, and passed 
his family in. Russell asked the doorkeeper 
how, many, who replied, Nine.“ Rus- 
cell abs wered there were but 
four. The doorkeceper said he 
would bring the family back to prove that 
Russell was mistaken. The latter got angry 
and struck the doorkeeper, nearly kaock'ng 
him down, and then drew a pistol and tbreat- 
ened to plow the doorkeeper’s brains out. 
bn Juteer said be meant no offetise. Russ 
still threatening, cocked his pistol, when the 
doorkeeper ran inside of the canvas. Colonel 
Ames being near, he approached and remarked 
to Russell that this was not a place 
to get up a difficulty. Russell re- 
sponded, “I wiil kill you, too,” and 
skot at Colonel Ames. Another circus 
man remonstrated with Russell. Two broth- 
ers named Kelly, known as desperate charac- 
ters, approached and commenced firing, Col. 
Ames was shot twice while endeavoring to 
escape. A spectator named Oxford, who was 
holding a child in his arms, was immediately 
killed. The child was taken from under the 
dead body. 

A lady was dangerously wounded inside the 
canvas. Col. Ames died on the morning of 
the 3d. His body was escorted to Maine by 
the City Council of Dawson, The men have 
been removed to Cuthbert, Ga., and confined 
in a secure jail. 


EXPRESS ROBBERY, 


Masked Men Take Over 640.000 from 
Car on the Central Pacific. 

eae Nuv., Nov. 4.—The Central Pacific 
passenger train bound eastward, due here at 
one a. m., arrived at Verdie, a small station 
eleven miles west of Reno, on time. Just as 
the train was starting from the station, three 
masked men boarded the express car and five 
more immediately came to their aid from the 
rear cars. These five evidently came from 
the west on the train. Six stopped on the 
steps of the expres, which they deteched 
from the train, cutting ‘the signal ropé, &. 
Two jumped on the engine, placing pistols 
t the engineer’s head and commanding 
nim to move on, which he did. Two brake- 
men endeavored to keep the masked men off 
the Express car, but pistols placed at their 
heads compelled their retreat. The conduc- 
tor rushed forward, but pistols stopped him. 
Ficding a batchet, he came forward again in 
t me to see engine and express car separated 
from the train and fiying down the traek. 
The robbers then placed the fireman, express 
and mall messengers in the mall room aud 
locked them up. When within six miles of 
this city they stopped the train, broke open 
the express boxes, and robbed them of 641, 
690 in gold coin. Later investigation shows 
they put the com in old boot-tops 
and escaped to the mountains. A 
double-barrel shot gun and pick were 
left bythe robbers at the quarry where they 
opened the boxes. All the telegraph wires 
were cut west of Reao. Twoof the Western 
Union wires, however, were repaired by day- 
light, and business is not interrupted. Parties 
are searching the mouttains, and will prob- 
ably be able to throw more light on this bold 
robbery. During the day the railroad wires 
were still down.

This is a feeling that does not come over 
the mind in foreign lands. In London one 
expects to hear of dense fogs as matters of 
course, so that accounts of extraordinary 
phenomena of the sort that reach us, as oc- 
curring in that city, excite little wonder or 
attention. But even in beautiful Paris 
such things now and then have been. An 
old journal of the reign of Hun IIL, 
published in French, says that on Sun- 
day, the 24th of January, 1588, there rose 
over the city of Paris and its environs so 


next day, as neyer was seen before within 
the memory oi man. It was so black and 
thick that two persons walking together 
in the street could not see each other, and 
were compelled .to provide themselves 
with torches, in order to recognize one 
another, when it was not yet three o clock. 
Very many wild geese and other flying 
creatures of the air were jound where they 
had tallen bewildered in the court-yards of 
the houses, having dashed themselves 
against the buildings and the chimneys.” 
This was nothing, however, to the grest 
tog ot 1783, which spread all over Europe 
and lasted for something like two months; 
or to the jogs at Lima, which are said to 
have lasted im some instances for half a 
year. In the latter city, however, it sel- 
dom or never rains, so that the fog, by 
moistening the soil and preserving the 
freshness of the vegetation, is a blessing 
and not an unmitigated ennoyance. 

Some philosephers tell us that we ought 
to find comfort ia our impending affliction, 
in the probability that it is caused by the 
Gult Stream, which, by being deflected 
nearer and nearer go the American coast,

PRUSSIAN INSTRUCTORS. 
The Russian War Department 
Alarmed. 


[St. Petersburg Cor. Pail Mall Gazette.] 

A discovery bas just been made by the Rus - 
sian War Departmeut which has caused no 
small alarm in military circles here. It ap- 

rs that after the war of 1866 the Russian 
overnment apphed at Berun for a number 
of Prussian officers to ect as metructors io 
the Russian army. The application was 
readily granted, and some of the mest ex- 
perienced and able members of the Prassian 
steft were sent to St. Petersburg. Those gen- 
tlemen were distributed among the various 
militery en with fall powers to ex- 
awine all the details of the army organizs- 
tion, and suggest reforms in accordauce with 
the Pruss ian system. were employed 
on this duty uutil the outbreak of the present 
war, giving macy valuable hints to the Russian 
officers, but at the same time making them- 
selves thoroughly acquainted with all the 
ministration. A few months ago the Minis- 
ter of War determined to have av accurate 
survey made of the whole of Southwestern 
Russia, and three of the Prussian instructors 
were employed for this pu They did 
their work admirably and were well paid for 
their ability and zeal.

So ſar as health is concerned, we may 
each make our own judgments upon the 


| following facts: The thermometric and hy- 


grometic conditions of the air are more 


_condaciveto health and vigor when in- 


fluenced by the revivifying light of the 
sun. This is not felt for several hours 
after its rising, as its beams are not suf- 
ficiently powerful to dry up the dews and 
drive away the pestilental vapors, and 
for any out-of-door employment there 
are no hours more noxious than those im- 
mediately after sunrise. On the other 
hand, the genial influence of the day-god 
remains for several hours after the light 
has departed, its effects—warmth and 
dryness—lasting for quite a prolonged 
period atterward, as variously determined 
by the wind, the season, and other accom- 
panying influences. 

In former times the light was an import- 
ant consideration, asthe feeble candle 
tried the strength of the eyes; but im- 
proved means of illumination have ren- 
dered this a matter of less importance 
fer the scholar, the seamstress, and la- 
borers of this description. 

As, formerly, people supposed that they 
must derive benefit from nauseous barks 
and detestable bitters and puckery acids 
—the viler-tasting and more disgusting, 
the better—se the fact, to get up with 
the lark,’ aad shiver and shake, was 
deemed most meritorious, merely required

WHERE SHALL WE SLEEP 

Those dwelling in cities have generally 
little choice, the houses being so construct- 
ed that all the apartment s are equally sa- 
lubrious, but those ries | in the country 
have a greater choice. he room should 
be elevated above the ground. There isa 
great tendency to miasmatic disease every- 
where in the country—not always mani- 
festing itself by inter mittents, but equall 
as surely by typhus and various slow an 
exhausting fevers. To avoid this, the bed- 
room should be elevated from the ground. 
In fact, there should be no rooms without 
acellar underneath. It is far better to 
sleep in the second story than on the 
er floor—especially if the cellar is 

lled with fruit and vegetables, as it-usu~ 
ally is in winter. 

erever the bedroom is, in city or 
country, on the first floor or third, it should 
be visited freely by the sun. Houses cov- 
ered with the shade of trees, so as to be 
with never a visit from the full rgys of 
the sun to thoroughly dry, and heat, and 
aerate— way through the roof and sides,af- 
fecting every nook and corner—are more 
or less unhealthy, according as these are 
more or less fully affec 
hot in summer to roasti 
winter to freezing, und ; 
country-house, but it is healthy, and chil- 
dren who spend their youthful days, or 
rather their nights, there, will probably 
grow up healthy and free from cachexy. 

Trundle-beds—low beds, almost or 
quite onthe floor—are unhealthy. The 
worst portions of the air go either to the 
top of the room—carried thither by the 
heat which they may contain—or, if cold, 
will fall to the floor by their weight, as 
carbenic acid _gas—the principal ingred- 
ient—and foul air are heavier than the

One of the reasons why so many chil- 
dren die in closely-packed tenement- 
houses is, that so many sleep in a single 
room, and the little ones are placed in 
their beds on the floor, and have the car- 
bonic acid gas from the stove and from 
the breaths of all the tenants of the room, 
and this, continued night after night, sows 
the seeds of death. This mortality is 

pau diminished since the ard of 
Healt has prohibited all cellar and un- 
derground residences for any class of peo- 
ple. Till this was done the children had 
also the impure air settling from the whole 
street, and the damp from the ground im- 
mediately under their floors. 

WHAT SHALL WE SLEEP ox? 

Want and privation will enable one to 
sleep on the co wrapped iu a blaa- 
ket for warmth, with the bead pillowed on 
a stone, but as we find ourselves bettered 
in condition we seek for a softer bed. The 
emigrant finds straw and leaves, and, af- 
ter a little time, féathers, enough fora 
couch. Ashe increaseg in wealth and 
ease, he but exercises more care in 
selecting his straw and feathers, and per- 
haps taking corn-husks. Straw and husks 
are healthy enough, but too hard and un- 
comfortable to be pleasant. Feathers 


are too soft and enervating in their effects. 


They induce a debilitating action of the 
skin, and are exhausting and very objec- 
tionable for the young. More especially 
they have a markedly bad effect upon 
children. Feather pillows are * 
injurious ſor teething children.

THE CURSE OF CROMWELL. 
Why the Irish Hate the English. 


This book “The Cromweliian Settle- 
ment of Ireland,’ by John Prendergast, 
Barrister-at-Law, 1870], of which we 
are glad to welcome a second and en- 
larged edition, tells one of the strangest 
stories in all history, and, when we say 
that it accounts for the present condition 
of Ireland with a clearness displayed by 
no other work, it is the same as saying 
that it throws light on one of the darkest 
and most serious problems of modern so- 
ciety, for the condition of Ireland is ac- 
tually putting in peril at this moment the 
dearest interests of England and 
America, The Curse of Cromwell,” in 
short, bas lighted on and fellowed over 
the earth not only the Celts whom he 
sought to extirpate, but the Anglo-Sax- 
ons whom he sought to serve. 

Mr. Prendergast was five years ago 
appointed, with Dr. Russell, the Presi- 
dent of Maynooth College, on a com mis- 
sion to examine the great body of histori- 
cal papers known as the Carte Collection, 
and deposited in the Bodleian Library, 
Oxford. The Carte Collection contains 
the Ormonde papers, or letters and doc- 
uments, public and private, connected 
with the governments of Ireland durin 
the Duke of Ormonde's connection wit 
it, from 1641 down to his death in 1688, 
with the exception of ten years, from 1450 
to 1660, passed in exile with the King 
From the Restoration until hia death, 
Ormonde was in effect Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland, and was the recipient of all the 
petitions, plaints, and remenstrances,| 
presented by those whom the wars, con- 
uscations, and settlements of the com- 
monwealth had wronged, with the aid of 


this collection, and of various family pa- 
pers never before examined, Mr. Pren- 
dergast has been able to set before us, 
with curious and instructive minuteness, 
the real nature and results of the great 
social and political revolution known as 
the Cromwellian settlement of Ireland. | 
The war in Ireland, begun by Cromwell 
in 1649, was ended in 1653. The Irish 
were put down much as the Indians on 
the Western plains are now put down, by 
wholesale massacre and by the destruction 
oftheir cropsand cattle. During the last 
two years, their resistance consisted sim- 
ply of guerilla warefare, in which, owing 
to the nature of the coumtgy, they were 
very successful, and to put an end to it 
the Parliamentary army, under Ireton, 
laid everything waste. In his march of 
150 miles from Limerick to Waterford, he 
passed through fertile districts of thirty 
miles together, in which not a house or a 
living creature wasto be seen. When 
„peace came in 1657, special licenses 
were issued by governmentto kill and 
dress sheep and lambs. There is one re- 
cord which permits the Widow Bulkeley, 
in consideration of her “ould age and 
weakness of body, to kill and dress as 
much lamb as should be necessary for her 
own use and eating, not exceedi three 
lambs for a whole year.’ The last or- 
ganized force ef the Irish had surrendered 
the previous year, and now came the plan 
of pacifieation. The pay of the English 
army was N in arrears, and it was 
resolved to satisfy the claims of both offi- 
cers and men by grants of land to be taken 
from the Irish, The officers were ver 
eager for this arrangement, as they wish 
2 families—the men less so, but it 
* the best they could do; so they accept: 


The first thing to be done was to get rid 
of as many of the Irish as possible. Ac- 
cordingly, the men were encou in 
every way to enter the service of Conti- 
nental powers, and in the years 1651-54 
34,000 embarked for Poland. France, and 
Spain, few or none of whom ever returned. 
Large numbers of the gentry at the same 
time emigrated voluntarily, whose des- 
cendgntsare still found in the 0 Donnells 
and O Reillys, and others, of Spain and 
Austria; and the MacMahons, Dillons, 
Reilles, Niels, and Cavaignacs (Kavanagh) 
of France. Orders were then issued by 
the Commissioners of Ireland to govera- 
ors of garrisons, and keepers of jails, and 
masters of workhouses, and all other 
persons in authority, to deliver to agents 
of Bristol sugar merchants all able- bodied 
men in their charge, W wo- 
men not past breeding, and all persons 
without visible means of livelihood—jn 
the then state of the country an enormots 
multitude—for transportation to the West 
Indies, to be employed in forced labor on 
the plantations. Many found their way, 
under similar contracts, to New England, 
Mr. Prendergast gives, the names of the 
agents and merchants, and dates of some 
of the largest contracts. Under this sys- 
tem, in the course of four years, 64,000 
Irish men, ‘women, boys, and girls were 
sent into slavery, and many of the women 
belonged to families of better class, 
whom the war had left destitute. In 
March, 1655, the order was revoked, and 
the trade ceased. In 1655, however,Jam- 
aica having been conquered, and colonists 
and a garrison being wanted for it, Crom- 
wellengaged 1,500 men of the English 
troops in Ireland to go there, and ordered 
1,000 Irish wenches to be sent with them. 
Henry Cromwell, then commanding the 
forces in Ireland, answered that he would 
have to take the “wenches” by force, and 
suggested that 1,500 to 2,000 boys, from 
12 to 14 years of age, should be sent out 
also. One thousand of each were accord- 
ingly sent, with the pious hope that they 
would be made Christians of in Jamai- 
ca.

The whole of the 
rest of Ireland—except the province of 
Connaught—was set apart for payment of 
£1,750,000 of floating debt, incurred b 
the government for supplies furnished dur- 
ing the war. On the 26th of September, 
1653, all ancient estates and farms of the 
poopie of Ireland weré declared to belon 
to the Adventurers and Army of England, 
and h were ordered to transplaut 
to Connaught—a howling wilderness of 
bog and rock—with their families, before 
the Ist of May following, on pain of death 
if found east of the Shannon after that 
date, the trial to be by itary commis- 
sion.

The work before them was so horrible 
—the prayers and entreaties of the aged 
and tenderly-bred women, many of them 
wearers of ancient titles, of war-worn 
men, young children, of the sick and in- 
firm, that they might not be cast out 
of their homes in midwinter to perish 
miserably in the waste, were so piercing 
—that the Commissioners wrote a circu- 
lar letter to the commanding officers, 
calling fora general fast anda general 
“lifting up of prayers, with strong crying 
and tears to Him to whom nothing is too 
hard, that his servants, whom he had call- 
ed forth in this day to act in these great 
transactions, might be made faithful, and 
carried on by his own outstretched arm 
2 all opposition and difficulty to do 
what is pleasing in his sight. So the 
Lord strengthened them, aud they pushed 
onthe work. Mr. Prendergast cities a 

reat many of the certificates given to 
the poor victimson theirdeparture. They 
all contain personal descriptions of the 
holders and the members of their families, 
and one can hardly read them,even through 
the mists of two ventures, without feeling 
some of the pang of those dreadful days. 

After a year’s trial, it was found impos- 
sible to make all the Irish go, so in 1654 a 
dispensation was issued in favor of “the 
sick, aged,lame, and impotent,” those who 
bad aided or sheltered English soldiers, 
and who should manifest a desire to turn 
Protestants. But the work went on very 
slowly still; the Commissioners were loth 
to bang the recusants—although they did 
it in some cases—and an immense force 
would have been required to carry it out 
by means of arrest or transportation; so 
they tarried and granted indulgence; the 
troops all theclamoring for their lands 
and reproaching the Commigsioners with 
their siothfulness in the execution of the 
Lord's will. At last, however, the work 
was accomplished satisfactorily. 


in Connaught. The old homes of the 
landed proprietors were taken possession 
of by the English officers; the privates set- 
tled down under them as tenants, some- 
what discontentedly, for Ireland contained 
neither beer nor cheese, horses nor plows, 
nor Englishwomen. This last want was 
the worst of all, for love-making to Irish 
women, whom the troops found very at- 
tractive, was strictly prohibited by the 
third article of warre, and offenders, as 
the records of court martial still extant 
show, were severely flogged forit. Other 
heavy penalties were inflicted on soldiers 
marrying Irish women. Ireton, by‘a gen- 
eral order, forbade any officer or soldier 
marrying an Irish woman,whether calling 
herself a Papist or not, until it had been 
ascertained by an examination (by fit 
persons, such as shall be appoin for 
that end) whether the change of religion 
flowed from a reall worke of God upon 
their hearts,’ or “from corrupt and 
carnal ends.” 

The intermarrying,however, went on to 
a greater or less extent, human nature be- 
ing stronger than general orders. Some 
of the transplanted crept back and died 
within sight of their old seats; others 
came back and reated farms from their 
conquerors; others ended their days in
